session, that matter being left to Com- 
missioner Lyman of the state depargment of 
public works. 

A bill covering the North Main street 
improvement was filed at the State House 
last month, but Commissioner Lyman ex- 
pressed the opinion that better results could 
be accomplished by consent and agreement 
of the parties directly concerned than by act 
of the legislature. 


If complete agreement in the matter is 
reached, the procedure incidental to the 
accomplishment of the improvement this 
year will undoubtedly take the form of a 
petition of the town of Andover to the 
county commissioners for the relocation of 
the lines of North Main street. The actual 
work would undoubtedly be done by the 
State Department of Public Works or under 
its direction, with the other interested parties 
contributing their portions of the expense. 

In addition to Commissioner Lyman and 
his engineers those present at the conference

New Pump 

Although the steam pump is in fair oper- 
ating condition, it has served most of its 
dependable, useful life for a main unit, and 
its maintenance will be more and more 
expensive. The choice lies between a high- 
duty, steam pumping fe and an electric- 
motor-driven centrifugal pumping unit. 


Cost of Operation 

Probably the best comparison between 
coal and electricity is found in the pumping 
station records for the period since the 
electric pure was installed. The cost for 
coal per million gallons of water Pci 
has been about $10, and the cost for elec- 
tricity about $59. 

We can assume that a new steam pump 
would give approximately the same economy 
as the present steam pump, and that the 
cost for coal would be $10 per million gal-

lons. A new electric pump, accurately de- 
signed for average operating conditions 
should show a considerable saving over the 
present electric pump, and we believe that 
under existing rates for electricity, the cost 
per million gallons would be reduced to $40. 
A still further reduction to about $28.50 
would be realized under a new power rate 
which is available. In addition, an off-peak 
rate has been suggested by the power com- 
pany, which if definitely available and ad- 
visable to accept, would reduce the cost to 
about $22 per million gallons. 
Cost of Installation 

The cost of installing a high-duty, steam, 
sumping engine, complete, would be about 

33,000. An addition to the pumping station 
building would be necessary, and we would 
pro} an extension in the rear of 10 feet, 
ata cost of about $4,000. 

The cost of installing an electric pumping 
unit, complete, would be about $4,000, and 
could replace the present, inefficient elec- 
tric pump. 

The fixed charges on the steam pump and 
building extension, at six per cent, would be 
$2,220 per year, and for the electric pump, 
at{eight per cent, $320.

There are various advantages for both a 

steam and electric pump, which could be 

enumerated, but they are rather indeter- 
minable, and can be considered to equalize 
each other. 

As a conclusion to our story, we believe 
that the installation of a steam pumping 
unit would result in a net saving to the Town 
of from $4 to $10 per million gallons of 
water delivered into the distribution system. 
In order for the cost of operation for an 
electric pump to compare with a steam pump, 
electric power must be obtained for $0.0115

added to the present building was her demand. 
Later, however, at a public meeting, I found 
her marshalling all bee powers of oratory 
in advocacy of a new “Junior High school” 
building. Here no mention whatever was 
made of enlargement of the present building. 
The new “Junior High” had caught the 
fancy of several groups of Andover women 
and they had invited its young principal 
to display its wonders in an address before 
their club. I was present at the meeting. 
Subsequently I inspected this Reading 
“Junior High” which so fired the enthusiasm 
of these Andover women and this is what 
I found: A building costing nearly $400,000 
with an enormous overhead expense and 
containing thirty-two rooms, sixteen of 
which were devoted to accessories. I found

a large assembly hall, a gymnasium with a 


large room for lockers for boys and another 


equally large for girls, and separate rooms 
for their shower baths. The gymnasium was 
thirty feet high and thoroughly equ‘pped. 
A large space was given over for a cafeteria 
capable of feeding some 500 students and 
fitted with tables, trays, crockery, silver- 
ware and with a large kitchen having huge 
ovens, frigidaires, food rooms and all the 
up-to-date devices for cooking with electric 
and gas stoves and all the utensils belonging 
to a first-class culinary department. I 
found a modern printing press room with the 
latest press type, rollers, and all that goes 
with a plant of that kind. Then I was con- 
ducted into a huge carpenter’s room equipped 
with costly machines for planing, turning, 
and where all kinds of cabinet work was 
done, with an attached room for the storage 
of saws, planes, levers, bits and every imagi- 
able carpenters’ tools. Within this huge 
room a portion was set apart for metal work 
and plumbing. Huge shelves contained piles 
of sheet iron and tin to be wrought by the 
pupils into funnels, pans, kettles, etc., with a 
section containing electric blowpipes, 
solder, soldering irons, Stilson wrenches 
cold chisels, and almost every plumber tool 
called for by the trade. I next entered the 
sewing room with a score or more of sewing 
machines for dress-making etc. Then an 
emergency room for teachers with a toilet 
attached, being both a sitting and study 
room, carpeted and containing tables, 
chairs, mirrors, etc. In fact the building 
incorporated almost every modern suggestion 
of our modern psychologist save an “auto 
repairing’ room as recommended by our 


superintendenti n his 1926 report. 


of a new school building that has caught the 
fancy of our superintendent and a large 
group of Andover women. Their apparent 
solicitude for more space in the Stowe build- 
ing is only a subterfuge to commit the town 
to a new school policy. 

It is heartening to find as yet no official 
endorsement of such a proposition by the 
school committee, from whom alone it 
should properly come. Personally I cannot 
conceive of the school committee as a unit 
endorsing such a fancy and I am morall 
certain that the tax-payers of Andover will 
never pay for such folly.

During the month of January, the Mem- 
orial Hall Library issued for home use 5444 
books. It is gratifying to report that this 
is an increase of 12 per cent over the cir- 
culation for the first month of 1928. There 
was a slight increase in use of the junior 
room, Pom 411 more béoks were issued in 
the adult department than during January, 
1928. There is no possible doubt that the 
town of Andover is responding to the at- 
traction of a pleasant, hygienic and modern- 
ized building. At Ballardvale, 584 books 
were borrowed, making a total of 6028 
books taken for home use during the month. 
This is a fine showing for a town of 10,000 
people. 

The Trustees would remind those in- 
terested that the reading-room of the main 
library is now open on Sundays from three 
to nine in the afternoon and evening. No 
books are issued, but those who wish to use 
magazines or books in the room, may do so.

Gipsy Smith, the world famous evangelist, 
will inaugurate on Sunday, afternoon, 
March 3, in Boston Garden at the North 
Station, what is believed will prove to be 
one of the greatest religious revivals ever

Born in a gipsy tent in England sixty- 
six years ago, Gipsy grew up as wild as the 
birds. He was converted in 1876 and from 
that day Gipsy Smith determined to be a 

reacher. Enormous difficulties had to be 

aced and overcome He had to even learn 
to both read and write. 

A winsome nature, a keen sense of humor, 
open-hearted earnestness, coupled with his 
persistent determination carried him through. 

For his three years’ war work with the 
British Army he received the decoration 
of “The Order of the British Empire,” 
and the King personally thanked him for 
his services. 

In 1918, at the request of the British 
Government, he visited America to assist 
in the promotion of friendly relations be- 
tween the two countries. On this trip he 
travelled 50,000 miles, and spoke 350 times 
in 54 cities, in every part of the United States. 

A chorus choir of about 2,000 voices will 
form the musical background of these notable 
revival meetings at the Boston Gardens, 
which will be held on Sundays, March 3, 
10, 17 and 24 at 3.30 in the afternoon and 
7.30 in the evening.

Economy—A Watchword 


With Town Meeting but a few weeks 
ahead, it is time that serious thought be 
given the problems that exist. Before 
money is spent or promised it is well to 
consider where it is to come from. 
There is no question but what Andover 
has more serious difficulties with which 
to contend than ever before. The busi- 
ness depression has brought about a 
condition among individuals and cor- 
porations which calls for the strictest 
economy in town expenditures. This 
must be borne in mind both when the 
articles are put in the warrant, and 
when they are voted on at the meeting 
in March, 


Although it is too early to learn what 
appropriations are to be requested in 
this warrant, there has been a great deal 
of discussion concerning a new junior 
high school, or an addition to the present 
one. Arguments have been presented on 
both sides of this question for some 
time, and it merits sober consideration 
on the part of every citizen of Andover. 
This matter should be investigated 
thoroughly to determine just what the 
satisfactory solution of the problem 
will be. There is little chance that this 
will involve more than a small sum for 
preliminary plans this year. Certainly 
it is not yet time for anything more 
definite. 

The Townsman has long been one of 
the staunchest advocates of widening 
and resurfacing North Main street from 
the square to Stimpson’s bridge. The 
need for this improvement is evident 
to everyone. However, when the evi- 
dence is weighed carefully, the main 
reason for Andover’s interest in this 
rebuilding program is purely from a 
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Arthur Hackett in Centennial Concert 
at Abbot 


This has been a season rich in musical 
affairs of the finest magnitude. Andover is 
fortunate indeed to have the greatest artists 
before the public appearing at our insti- 
tutions of learning.

point of view of pride. True, this is al 
most sufficient in itself. When the 
actual material benefits are counted, 
however and it is seen that Andover 
motorists will not constitute more than 
ten per cent of the traffic using the 
highway, the apportionment of cost 
for this work assumes great significance. 
We must bear in mind that the State 
gasolene tax will do much to create a 
fair revenue for highway costs, and a 
road so important as this to points 
north should be paid for largely by the 
people who use it. 

In this era, when surface car lines are 
being universally replaced by subways, 
elevated railways and busses, we wonder 
if sometime in the future the car line 
between Andover and Lawrence will not 
be discontinued, and busses carry the 
passengers between these points. The 
elimination of this car line would go a 
long way toward providing sufficient 
width for the new road bed. This 
thought is in line with the spirit of 
economy. This suggestion may not 
prove practical but the Street Railway 
Company may have a better plan that 
would work out in practice as well as in 
theory. 

For the present, at least, we should 
learn to do without the frills, and limit 
our expenditures to absolute necessi- 
ties. How glad some of our families 
would be if they could depend upon 
having the necessities of life. A slow and 
conservative policy of spending money 
this year will reap its reward in years to 
come. A determined effort should be 
made to save our old industries and 
attract new ones, with the purpose in 
mind of making their tax burdens as 
light as possible. In this way the town as 
a whole and all its inhabitants as indi- 
viduals will reap the benefits. 


Rev. D. Brewer Eddy Is Speaker at 
Gentlemen’s Night 

“The Hawaiian Islands are the laboratory 
in which the United States is working out 
its inter-racial problems.” said Rey. D. 
Brewer Eddy addressing the members of the 
November club and their guests at the 
annual gentlemen’s night held Monday 
evening at the clubhouse. 

Mr. Eddy spoke with enthusiasm of the 
natural beauty of the islands, their wonderful 
fertility under irrigation and the gratifying 
response of its people to educational op- 
portunities. 

Thousands of miles from the mainland 
the way in which man with only primitive 
means of navigation first reached the islands 
is little short of a miracle. The development 
of plants and animals is similar to that in 
other countries but eighty-six per cent of the 
forms of plants and animals are unique. 

Although Mr. Eddy believes in fortifying 
the Hawaiian Islands and the Panana canal 
to the limit as defensive measures, he thinks 
it would have been a mistake to carry the 
same policy as far as the Philippines, which 
would have seemed like an aggressive mea- 
sure. He rejoices ‘in every gesture of friend- 
ship made to China and Japan and spoke 
in glowing terms of the happy adjustment of 
the various peoples in Hawaii, with an assured 
feeling that this stronghold in the Pacific 
will become a channel of goodwill between 
the United States and the Orient.

Mr. Johnson was born in Jacksonville, 
Florida, and began his study of music under 
his mother at the age of four. Later he went 
to the New England Conservatory of Music 
in Boston and still later he completed his 
musical training in Europe. He studied the 
piano with Charles F. Denne and Mme, 
Dietrich Strong, organ with George Whiting, 
harmony with Carl Riessman and Daven- 
port Kerrison and voice with William Dun- 
ham and Clarence B. Ashenden. He made 
his professional debut in Boston and then 
became supervisor of music of the public 
schools of Jacksonville. Mr. Johnson toured 
the United States and Europe and for a time 
was director of music at Hammerstein’s 
Opera House in London. He returned to 
New York to become head of the Music 
School settlement for Colored People in 
New York City. He was director of the sing- 
ing orchestra for Mrs. Emelie Hapgood’s 
Colored Players in New York. Mr. Johnson 
served in the war as Second Lieutenant. He 
is the arranger of many negro spirituals 
and has composed more than 300 popular 
songs. In collaboration with his brother, 
James Weldon Johnson, he arranged the 
Book of American Negro Spirituals now 
having a large sale and which has attracted 
wide attention. In 1917 he received the 
honorary degree of Master of Arts from 
Atlanta University. 

Mr. Taylor Gordon was born in White 
Sulphur Springs, Montana. He got his first 
inspiration for crooning Negro Spirituals 
from his mother, who, back in the seventies, 
was regarded as the greatest leader of camp- 
meeting songs on Poindexter Farm, Lex- 
ington, Kentucky. Mr. Gordon came to 
New York in 1915 and began study with 
J. Rosamond Johnson at the Music School 
Settlement for Colored People, where Mr, 
Johnson’s work was sponsored by Elbridge 
L. Adams, Natalie Curtis-Burlin, David 
Mannes, Maud Powell, David Bispham, 
Walter Damrosch and many other prominent 
musicians and teachers. In a special article 
on ‘The Guardian of the Spiritual,” refer- 
ring to the work of Mr. Johnson and Mr. 
Gordon, H. Serwer said: “It is my humble 
opinion that Johnson rendered the spiritual 
better than it has ever been rendered. He 
is the first singer to give me a real thrill 
Jout of them. He recognizes the proper voice 
for their singing. Taylor Gordon is a robust 
tenor with one of the best natural voices 
it has been my fortune to hear—of absolute 
pitch, which Johnson has been cultivating 
steadily. I prophesy great things for Gordon, 
even if his struggle has been an arduous 
one; but he is in capable hands and has no 
need for fear.”

What Hourly Value Has A Homemaker’s 
Time? 

The modern homemaker knows that by 
doing her own housework she can save money 
for the family. All tasks, however, do not 
bring her an equal return for her labor. With 
some of them she has no choice; they must 
be done in the home, and she herself must do 
them. Others she does because she prefers 
her own product, or because she is obliged 
to be in the house during certain hours. 
But if she is debating whether or not to spend 
time on one job rather than another, she 
could make a wiser choice if she knew how 
much money she saved by doing each and 
how much time it took to make this saving. 

Shall she make cotton school dresses for 
the children, or buy them ready made? 
Do the washing or send it to the laundry? 
Bake or buy bread? Hire help for general 
housework or manage alone? 

Conyenient information on all these points 
is lacking. Each woman must be her own 
investigator. The Bureau of Home Eco- 


time and money she spends in doing the work 
herself. including time and car fare spent in 
purchasing supplies and the cost of owning 
and running any equipment which she uses. 
She must then estimate what she would 
have spent had she bought a commercial 


or hired a domestic worker whose results 
are about as good as her own. From the 
amount of money saved and the amount of 
time used she can calculate what she is 
worth per hour in this particular task. 

The speed at which she works makes a 
difference in the value of her time per hour. 
In general she can expect to find a lower 
money value for her time when the use of 
machinery has cut factory-labor costs to a 


which she can buy in good-enough quality 
for but little more than she would pay at 
retail for materials. Time would be better 
expended on work thatsaveda largeramount. 
For example, piecework commercial launder- 
ing requires much ironing by hand; the house- 
wife receives a good return on her labor by 
doing this work herself. Again, ready-made 
silk dresses are partly hand-finished, and if 
a woman sews nicely it may pay her to make 
such dresses at home and save this labor cost. 
Perhaps the greatest benefit of a study of the 
dollars and cents value of the homemaker’s 
time is a fuller appreciation of her contri- 
bution to the family finances,

Pomona Meets at Newburyport 


The heavens were certainly protesting 
against a good attendance at Essex Pomona 
Grange which met at Fraternal Hall, New- 
buryport on Thursday, but even the rain 
failed to keep Grange enthusiasts at home 
and they were certainly well paid for a fine 
program was provided for them. 

The morning speaker, Harvey Turner of 
Andover, spoke on “Roadside Stands, 
Their Use and Abuse”. A few of the points 
he stressed were these: 

1. Quality of produce, freshness, color, size 
and flavor. 

2. Attractiveness, stand to be neat, goods 
displayed properly, in attractive containers 
of a popular size, variety to be such as can 
be raised at their best in that particular 
section of the country and to be such as can 
be properly followed up with others when 
the particular season of each variety is over. 

3. Salesman to be one who knows his 
business of selling, one who sells his goods in 
such a way as always to be able to stand by 
his sales story. 

4. Good parking space is also necessary. 

5. Remember, each customer is a friend, 
one who if well treated is the best advertise- 
ment. 

6. All produce not in first class condition 
should be ruled off the stand and once people 
understand that the salesman’s word is 
dependable troubles along that line are 
practically over. 

7. It is a fact that members belonging to 
the Road Stand Association when travel 
conditions on the highway are such as spoil 
business for the time being may be hel By 
other members of the association who can 
by disposing of the goods at their stands and 
thereby protecting one another from serious 
financial loss. 

Finally.itis a business that is in its infancy 
now and one that is bound to grow by leaps 
and bounds if the game is played on the 
square, 

At this point dinner was served and it was 
aPC that the session would be resumed 
at 1.45. 

In the afternoon the session was opened by 
songs after which Lawrence Boston of 
Boston spoke for the New England Council 
taking for his subject ‘New England for 
New England.” 

This council is made up of twelve men 
from each state, whose business is to cor- 
relate the assets of New England along 
agricultural, electrical, industrial and recre- 
ational lines and their plan is to spend 
$300,000 a year for three years to advertise 
these things so as to bring them before the 
public in a way to boom New England to 
outsiders and keep the advantages always 
before New Englanders themselves as some- 
thing too desirable to be passed over care- 
lessly. 

Careful grading of new products is urged, 
also distinctive Taek which jare both at- 
tractive and truthful. 

Natural attractions, such as New Eng- 
land’s 3000 mile coast, its rivers, lakes, 
mountains and good roads are to be stressed 
Maine has 2,465 lakes and 141 mountains 
more than 3000 feet high. Twenty-five 
million acres of forest land, 25000 miles 
surfaced roads, 85000 miles of highways and 
summer rooming capacity for 99,000. There 
are 10,275 pulbic schools in New England 
and $128,000,000 is spent each year for educa- 
tionalone. There are 54 colleges and 6 universi- 
ties with a totel 65,000 students. 

New England is 850 miles from the popula- 
tion center of the United. States and 660 
miles from the industrial center. There are 
1,255,964 homes in New England. The plane 
of skilled labor is high in New England as 
the average income per capita is $725 a year 
while that of the United States as a whole is 
$697 per year. 

New England farm property is rated at 
one billion dollars, products $476,000,000 
and there are 159,489 farms and 5,395,140 
acres in crops. New England Tourists spend 
500 million per year. 

It is planned to make each New Englander 
a spreader of information about New Eng- 
land. 

This interesting talk brought New Eng- 
land before the audience in a new light and 
made each person register a vow to be a 
booster for New England as never before. 

This was followed by an illustrated lecture 
on Labrador by Rey. Mr. Tilton of Newton, 
N. H. This lecture was given from experiences 
that he had during his years of service as a 
missionary in that section and was told in 
the appealing way of a true stéry teller who 
is able to bring before the mind’s eye each 
incident as related. The work in that barren 
country as told by him was full of pathos, 
interest, sadness with fun woven through it 
all as only God knows how to bring that 
element in to make the other things possible. 

After this lecture the meeting adjourned 
until March 7, when Pomona will meet with 
Haverhill at Grange hall.

; BOOST ANDOVER — LIVE IN ANDOVER 


SPECULATIVE OPERATIONS ARE SLOWING 
DOWN UNDER HIGH MONEY RATES 


More Emphasis Is Being Placed on Construction of Factories and Industrial Plants, Public 
Works and Electrification Projects — Although Building Wages Are High Materials 
Are Lower and Conditions Are Favorable to Home Builder 


Babson Park, Florida, February 8, 1929. 
Roger W. Babson says that now is a favorable 
time to build your own home. In his state- 
ment this week on the subject he also points 
out that speculative construction is slowing 
down under the influence of higher money 
rates. There is, however, plenty of money 
available for the home builder. 


“Recent statistics indicate that building 
activity is slowing down somewhat under the 
pressure of unfavorable interest rates. While 
there is no general building depression in 
sight there is evidence of marked decline 
in speculative construction. The fourteen 
per cent drop in residential building in 
December, 1928, was caused largely by 
abandonment of many speculative apart- 
ment house operations. The cream is now 
definitely off the speculative building and 
real estate market. This does not, however, 
prevent a large volume of construction for 
specific and necessary purposes. 1928 showed 
a decided gain in volume of public works 
and public utilities. From all indications 
this type of work will continue heavy this 
year. Road construction should prove an 
important feature. 


Changing Trend in Building 
“Those who are interested in the building 
industry, either as employees, contractors, 
or material men, .will do weli to note the 
changes in trend of building operations that 
are taking place. These changes are in several 
directions. First, more emphasis is being 
laced on construction of factories and 
industrial plants, owing to the speeding 
up of industrial activity. Second, less 
emphasis will be put on speculative building, 
such as apartment houses, subdivisions, 
etc. Third, public works and public utilities, 
including road building, electrification project 
power developments, and other engineering 
works will be done in huge volume. Plans 
are already laid and financing arranged for a 
number of important projects of this kind. 
Fourth, the country is at least temporarily 
over-built in stores and offices. This does 
not apply to all cities, but to a large number 
of them and is sufficiently general to affect 
the total.

“Study of the contracts awarded in De- 
cember, 1928, the last figures now available, 
shows that a drop in speculative residential 
work is already occurring. Total residential 
contracts declined fourteen per cent com- 
Beat with December, 1927. On the other 

and, factories, mills, warehouses, etc. 
gained thirty per cent. Public construction 
also shows a gain. This is, of course, the 
slack season for building operations. How- 
ever, current figures do suggest the changes 
in trend to be e ted at the opening of 
the more active building season in the Spring. 

Building for a Home Not Affected 

“The money situation is curtailing spec- 
ulative operations in the building field, 
but so far as I have been able to determine 
there is plenty of money available for the 
man who wants to build his own home. Also, 
conditions are now more favorable to the 
home builder than they have been for some 
time. Building wages are still high, but 
materials are “sees so that the total cost 
is about five per cent below the Spring of 
1928. Also, the general slowing up in general 
building makes it easier for the prospective 
home builder to secure favorable contracts. 
Building labor is always more efficient during 
seasons of competition for work and it is 
frequently true that a man gets more for 
his money at such times even though union 
wage rates remain the same. 

“My observation is that well located 
residential land is increasing steadily in 
value regardless of the fortunes or mis- 
fortunes of speculative subdivisions. There 
is just so much land there and will never be 
any more. If it is located in a growing 
community, and there are no unfavorable 
local conditions, its value should increase 
with the growth in wealth and prosperity 
of the country. This is particularly true of 
suburban property well connected by good 
roads or rapid transit facilities. It is always 
better to buy something of real value when 
nobody else wants it than to buy it when 
every one is clamoring for it. Similarly it 
is better to buy building materials, labor and 
other things that go to build a home when 
the market is dull than when it is booming. 
This applies to building your own home 
at the present time.

Where the Building Dollar Goes 


“The Department of Labor has just made 
a very inter3sting study of proportionate 
costs of material and labor in building, in 
two Middle Western cities and one Eastern 
city. The proportion will, of course, vary in 
different parts of the country, but these 
cities are reasonably representative, except 
in the case of the extreme South or the ex- 
treme West. It is rather surprising to find 
that labor occupies so important a part 
in residential building. Forty-six cents out 
of every dollar spent in building a home 
goes for labor, and fifty-fourcents for materials 
This emphasizes the importance of choosing 
a time to build when labor is anxious to 
keep its job and is correspondingly more 
efficient. Saving in material costs, while 
important, is not the whole story by any 
means. 

“As a matter of interest to the prospective 
home builder the Department of Labor has 
also collected some figures on the percentage 
of cost of each of the sub-contracts to the 
total. These figures will also vary in different 
localities and with the different types of 
residential building. The figures do not 
include financing charges or other overhead. 
They apply only to the money spent on 
actual building operations. Out of every 
dollar 32.7 cents goes for carpentry work; 
16.1 cents for brick work; 9.5 cents for 
concrete; 9.3 cents for plumbing; 8.6 for 
plast.ring and lathing; 5.5 for heating; 
4.4 for painting; 4 cents for miscellaneous 
items; 2.8 for electric wiring and fixtures; 
2.2 for roofing; 2.1 for tile; 2 cents for 
excavating and grading; .9 for papering. 

“Summarizing the building and real 
estate situation at the present time it is 
evident that the speculative end of the 
business has been temporarily overdone, 
and the tightening of the money situation 
is definitely unfavorable to such activity. 
On the other hand, there is plenty of money 
for the man who wants to build his own 
home, and conditions are more favorable 
for such building now than during times when 
he has to compete with huge speculative 
operations for men and materials. Business 
by the Babsonchart now registers five per 
cent above normal compared with slightly 
below normal a year ago.”

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was once saved by the 
crackling of geese, while silence cost the 
people of Amyklae, an ancient Grecian city, 
their liberty. The story of the latter is another 
version of the well-known “Wolf!” “Wolf!” 
legend. Cries of “The enemy 1s coming 
had spread so often without foundation 
that the city fathers passed an ordinance 
forbidding anyone to speak of such a thing. 
Soon afterward a hostile Spartan army 
marched on the city and found it any easy 
prey to invasion because the inhabitants 
were forbidden by law to warn each other 
of the enemy’s approach. 

Coming closer to the present day, it is 
often said that Napoleon’s indigestion lost 
for him the battle of Waterloo, while Sir 
Henry Morgan’s capture of the invincible 
fortress of San Lorenzo was due entirely 
to the accidental method by which a pirate 
under his command sought revenge for an 
arrow which had pierced him uncomfortably 
in the side. 

The arrow had come from the fortress, 
so the cutthroat decided that back into the 
fortress it must go. But he had no bow nor 
any other means of speeding the arrow back 
over the area which separated him from 
San Lorenzo. Desire as well as necessity 
is often the mother of invention, and after- 
a few moments’ thought Morgan’s soldier 
wrapped the end of the arrow with cotton, 
rammed it into his musket, took aim and 
fired. 

To him it was merely a gesture of revenge. 
He scarcely expected to hit anybody with 
it, much less to take the credit for what 
followed. ‘The cotton was kindled by the 
powder which, in turn, set fire to the thatched 
roof of a building inside the fortress walls. 
The fire spread rapidly and exploded the 
powder magazines before the Spaniards 
could get the flames under control. This 
last calamity spelled disaster for the fortress, 
and Morgan soon was afterward in possession 
of the castle of San Lorenzo. 

Pigs seem to have had an unwarranted 
influence over the foreign relations of the 
United States Everyone is familiar with the 
ingenious proof that the Mexican war of 
1846 was caused by a certain pig up in Maine 
getting caught under a certain fence, but 
the story of how a young porker almost 
brought England and the United States into 
war is not quite so well known, although 
just as authentic.

These are all old and well-known instances 
of where small things determined big issues. 
Recently there has come to light various 
amusing and interesting stories that serve 
to illustrate that “one thing” still “leads 
to another.” 

The most amusing story of this nature 
is the one of Leon Prunier, a hardworkin 
boilersmith of Paris who came home die 
night from the railroad shops where he 
worked and sat down to a supper that was 
prefaced by a bowl of his favorite soup, 

The ingredients were presumably to his 
taste, but the sou itself was too hot for 
even a_boiler-maker’s mouth. Emittin 
a yell that could be heard a block or Bin 
in all directions, he glared reproachfully 
at his wife, She, it is said, made the mistake 
of starting to laugh, which so enraged Papa 
Prunier that he rose angrily from his chair 
and poured the whole bowlful over her head, 

The noise following this terrible act of 
domestic vengeance frightened the family 
cat, which promptly jumped out of the 
second story window, landing on a new hat 
worn by a passerby. 

At this point the hot soup ceased being a 
local issue and became public concern, The 
irate owner of the ruined hat, followed by a 
few sympathetic neighbors, mounted the 
stairs and asked for damages. In the argu. 
ment that followed, the boilersmith was hit 
on the head by an iron bar and sent to the 
hospital with a fractured skull. The usual 
complications of arrests, trials, doctor's 
bills, and prison terms set in—and it js 
quite likely that in the excitement of these 
greater issues, the original bow! of hot soup 
was entirely forgotten. 

A somewhat similar case happened just 
recently in Dahlonega, Ga. The person 
was a Mr. Miller, who was seated comfortably 
before his fireplace one evening reading a 
newspaper. Glancing at the clock on the 
mantlepiece, he discovered that it was 
stopped. 

This in itself was not an unusual event, 
Clocks are always stopping, despite many a 
man’s good intentions to keep them always 
wound up. But it was what followed that 
makes the stopping of Mr. Miller’s clock a 
story of particular interest. 

He got up to wind it, of course, and as he 
did so, the pulled his watch from his vest

In the ensuing anxiety over the child, the 
money was completely burnt up. There are 
not many stories that rival this one for rapid 
fire hard luck following on so trifling an 
episode as the stopping of a clock.
